TO THE KING’S MOST EXCELLENT MAJESTY. 

May it please Your Majesty : 

I have with my very humble duty, to submit a Report on the 
condition of Queen’s College, Cork, for the Session 1902-1903. 

The number of students attending the College during this 
Session was 186 matriculated, and 4 non-matriculated. The 
number of new students was 58. Of these 49 came from the 
Eoyal University of Ireland, 5 from other Colleges and Univer- 
sities and 4 were not matriculated. 

The number of first year medical students registered with 
the Medical Council shows that Queen’s College, Cork, occu- 
pies, with Trinity College, Dublin, the second place as regards 
numbers. This increase in the numbers in Cork is the more 
remarkable because there has been at the same time a diminu- 
tion in the total number of such students in all Ireland. 

During the Session the work that has been done in the Col- 
lege has been solid, and I have very great pleasure in being able 
to state that the conduct of the students generally has been 
satisfactory. 

Towards the close of the Session, on the 6th of June, the 
ordinary visitation, held every three years, took place. Lord 
Justice Holmes presided at it, and the proceedings will be 
found in the Appendix. I stated to the Visitors some of the 
more pressing needs of the College, and gave an account of the 
work done since the last visitation, three years ago. The con- 
dition of the College was fully investigated, and, as will be 
seen from the concluding remarks of the Lord Justice, a satis- 
factory state of things was disclosed. 

The statements made by Professor Corby . and Professor 
Ashley Cummins concerning the facilities which Cork offers 
for clinical teaching, merit the careful consideration of all inte- 
rested in the spread of scientific medical education in Ireland ; 
these will also be found in the account of the visitation.

It was my duty to point out to the Visitors the urgent nee 
sity which exists for the foundation and endowment of a Or' 
of Pathology. This important science is at present taught t* 1 
Dr. Moore, who devotes his whole time to it, and is a m& °I 
conscientious and capable teacher. He has done excellent 
work since he was appointed Lecturer in this subject ; he ha- 
altered the methods of teaching, and has been able to canTo" 
post-graduate classes, especially with a view to preparing "can 
didates for the Diploma in Public Health. Dr. Moore°how 
ever, receives no salary. The remarks which I addressed to 
the Visitors on this omission received their emphatic con 
eurrence.

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E.— ORDINARY VISITATION OF QUEEN’S COLLEGE, COKE. 

The ordinary Visitation of Queen’s College, Cork, was held on Satur- 
day, June 6th, 1903, in the Examination Hall. 

The Visitors were the Right Hon. Lord Justice Holmes, Dr. M'Caim, 
President of the Royal College of Physicians, and Dr. Ormsby, President 
of the Royal College of Surgeons.

The proceedings opened at 11.30 a.m. 

Lord Justice Holmes. — M r. President and Gentlemen, — As you are 
aware, we are here on the Triennial Yisitation of the College. On the 
last two occasions on which I presided, there were questions of consider- 
able controversy and difficulty to come before us, and it was necessary 
to hear from the contending parties a discussion upon several of them. 

I am glad to say that at the present time, as far as I am aware, there are 
no such controversial questions to be disposed of ; and indeed the fact of 
the absence of the students from the Hall, who, I understand, are at 
present engaged in a probably more congenial occupation, is itself evidence 
that the proceedings are not expected to be lively. However that may 
P®, . Die course that we intend to pursue will be as follows: — I would 
invite, in the first instance, the President, Sir Rowland Blennefhassett, 
to give us any such information as he thinks would be desirable for us 
to hear, or would inform us on matters connected with the College. After 
he has done so, I would invite any of the staff of the College, or anyone 
interested in it, to bring before us any subject which they may think 
worth considering, and in which we may be able to give advice or sug- 
gestion. When that is done, my colleagues rather than myself — 
they are more expert than I am in matters of this kind— will probably 
ask a few questions, and then we shall go through the College buildings 
to see in what state they are, and whether the rooms are well equipped 
for the purposes for which they are required. I am sure the result alto- 
gether will be satisfactory. I don’t know that there is anything else tha 
we can do in the. course of this Yisitation, which would be of advantage! 
beyond what I have said. I would now ask Sir Rowland Blennexhassett 
lf llas an L observations to make. 

Ths_ President. —My Lord and Gentlemen,— While welcoming 
lordship for the second time since I have been President of this College, 
I have great pleasure in informing vou that since your last appearance 
here in your official capacity as Visitor, that the three years which haw 
elapsed since your last visit have been marked by solid college work, ana 
the utmost harmony has prevailed between all those engaged in wors- 
. 18 institution. As regards the students, I am happy t° s a 
that during the whole of that period there has not been one single com- 
plaint of anything like a serious character as regards their conduct 
deportment, and not only have I heard the most satisfactory account ox 
their conduct in the College;, hut also they have not been unmindful to 
maintain the dignity and good name of the College elsewhere. 
lordship is aware that we have been favoured recentlv by a visit of 
Royal Commission on University Education in Ireland ; that CommM- 
sion has also since then made its report to the Crown, and I do not pm- 
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pose to make any observations on that document, partly because on such 
a beautiful day when the grounds are looking so well, I do not wish to 
detain you in this hall listening to a lecture on Irish education, and 
partly because the document to which I allude has been most effectively 
dealt' with by the Commissioners themselves. With regard to the success 
of students at the Royal University and elsewhere since the last Visita- 
tion, I have to state that — without going into details of minor cases, I 
should like to mention the following more important ones: — Dr. E. J. 
Butler, who had been nominated to a Research Scholarship by the Com- 
missioners of the Royal Exhibition of 1851, has been since appointed 
Cryptogamic Botanist to the Indian Government. Out of seven first-class 
honours awarded at the M.B. degree examination, two were gained by 
students from this College — Messrs. Allen and Harvey. Mr. Godfrey 
Charles passed examinations in England of an exceptionally brilliant 
character, obtaining amongst other honours, the first place for the Indian 
Medical Service, and he has recently been appointed Acting-Professor of 
Anatomy in the Medical College of Lahore. The only first-class honour 
in Ireland obtained since the Visitation three years ago for the degree 
of B.E., was won by a student of this College, Mr A. N. Robertson. In 
1901, Mr. R. E. Jack, who completed liis Arts course here, passed a 
creditable examination in the Indian Civil Service competition. In 1902 
Mr. D. A. Chart, also a graduate in Arts in this College, obtained similar 
honours as regards the Home Civil Service. Last year Mr. William 
Irwin obtained first-class honours in Chemistry and Physiology at the 
B.A. degree examination. At the different junior examinations in Medi- 
cine, some of our students toolc distinguished places. Mr. Irwin, Mr. 
fiiwn, and Mr. M‘Kee all took honours and obtained exhibitions. It 
may be interesting to notice that during the year 1902 as regards the 
number of first year medical students registered with the Medical Coun- 
cil, this College holds with the Medical School of Trinity College, Dublin, 
second place. This increase in the number with us is all the more strik- 
ing, seeing that it coincides with a diminution in the total number for 
all Ireland. I should like to mention that in three of the great Medical 
Schools in India three former students of this College, viz. — Havelock R. 
Charles, M.B. ; J. Crawford, M.B., and Godfrey E. Charles, M.B. , 
occupy most distinguished posts. The first is Professor of Anatomy in 
Calcutta ; the second is Professor of Physiology in Bombay, and the third 
Acting-Professor of Anatomy in Lahore. During the interval since your 
last Visitation, Dr. Andrew MacArdle, of the Indian Medical Staff, was 
appointed Surgeon Naturalist to the Bengal Survey and Acting-Director 
™ the Calcutta Museum. It is with deep regret that I have to record 
his premature death. Holding as I do most strongly, that the work of 
such a College as this should not be confined to preparing students for 
examinations, or even to a higher method of teaching, but that it should 
J™ arm at the advancement of learning, I have satisfaction in saying 
™t research work of an abiding character has also been done in this 
°Wtge, both in the Biological and the Chemical Department, and in this 
wuueotion I wish again to allude to Dr. Butler, whom I have already 
Mentioned as having recently become Cryptogamist to the Indian Govern-

"Withstanding that the Chemical Laboratory is not what rt ought to 
r teaching purposes, and is ill-suited for Research, it is gratifying 
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for me to have to tell you that the number of students availing them- 
selves of the facilities provided for voluntarily taking out special courses 
of laboratory instruction has been increasing, and this year has reached 
a number greater than that in any previous time. I have spoken at a 
little length on the Chemical Department, because of its growing impor- 
tance, and I can only claim that notwithstanding its limitations as tc 
accommodation, suitability for its purpose, and the sum available for 
working expenses, the Chemical Department is in a useful and efficient 
condition. I have some reason to hope that before the next ordinary 
Visitation, steps will have been taken to add considerably to the College 
buildings and to establish a new Pathological laboratory on the mcdd 
of that in Owens College, Manchester, and at the disposal of any persons 
in the neighbourhood or city who would require to have special investiga- 
tion made. The present Pathological laboratory was fitted up some years 
ago. It is fairly up to date. as regards apparatus, and will on the whole 
compare favourably with any other laboratory of the kind in Ireland. 
This, however, is not saying much, and work such as is done in Patho- 
logical laboratories in some of the smallest universities of Italy and Ger- 
many can only be accomplished in it with great difficulty and disadvan- 
tage. Notwithstanding the difficulty, Dr. Moore, who is the Lecturer in 
this science, carried on post-graduate classes, especially with a view to 
preparing candidates for the diploma in Public Health. These classes, 
we hope, will grow in number and importance. While on this subject 
I think I ought to say as a matter of fact that in the present state of 
science, it is little short of a national scandal that there is no endowed 
Chair of Pathology in this College. In spite of difficulties and draw- 
backs, too numerous to mention, I have the pleasure to inform you that 
since the last Visitation Dr. Moore, who devotes his whole time to this 
subject, has so altered the methods of teaching as to make it possible that 
any industrious student can acquire a sound knowledge of this science. 

I do not wish to detain you any longer ; indeed I could hardly do so 
without entering into the whole question of University Education m Ire- 
land, a subject which at the present moment I wish to avoid. 

Lord Justice Holmes. — Now, if any of the professorial stafi, or anyone 
interested, should wish to bring before the Visitors any matter connected 
with the College, we will be very glad indeed to hear them. 

There was no response. 

Lord Justice Holmes. — Now, perhaps, my colleagues, the President of 
the College of Physicians and the President of the College of Snrgeons> 
may like to get some information, in addition to what the President has 
given ns, and I would invite them to make any inquiry they wish. 

Dr. M'Cann. — M y Lord Justice, Mr. President, and Gentlemen.— -Hy

As medical men we can H° y., 0< rical 
sympathise deeply with the President as to the absence of a Pa 6 ^ 
laboratory or department. To have the Faculty of Medicine F 
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oi the pathological part of it seems like .Hamlet, with Hamlet left out, 
and therefore I don’t think there should be any great difficulty in bring- 
ing before whoever are the proper authorities such an extraordinary gap 
in the power of teaching medical students in the Queen’s College, Cork. 
These are some small observations I would like to make'. There is an- 
other, as to the teaching of nurses in Midwifery, which, of course, I look 
■upon as a very important thing, but that is, perhaps, an hospital question. 

The President. — Before Dr. Corby rises to explain, I would like to 
state that I did not say there was no department of Pathology here. 
What I said was there is no Professor ; there is no Chair. 

The Registrar. — But the Lecturer (Dr. Moore) is most efficient. 

Dr. M“Cann. — Might I ask how is he paid ? 

The Registrar. — He is paid by the fees. I may also mention that 
the Council is applying this year to be allowed to expend portion of the 
lapsed balances, so as to add a little in the current year to his income, 
this being done from a consideration of the large amount of work that 
he has to do, particularly in the class of practical Pathology. 

Professor Corby. — My Lord and Gentlemen. — In reply to the question 
which has been put by the President of the College of Physicians, the 
facilities for teaching practical Midwifery in Cork are these — I am 
answering simply on the spur of the moment, for I was totally unaware 
that any question would be asked on the subject, and consequently had 
not an opportunity of making up any statistics with regard to Mid- 
wifery. — We have the Cork Maternity, in which there' are about four 
hundred cases treated every year. Then there is the Cork Lying-in Hos- 
pital. I don’t know tlie number of beds there, nor the number of cases 
exactly treated. A member of the staff has just informed me there are 
about three hundred in the year treated at the Lying-in Hospital. Then 
there is the Maternity connected with the Workhouse, to which the 
students also have access. There are about one hundred patients treated 
there every year. Then with regard to Gynaecology, in each of the general 
hospitals in Cork — in the South Infirmary, the North Infirmary, and the 
Workhouse Hospital — there are wards set aside, and in that connection 
I may mention that all the most important operations in Gynaecology are 
constantly done in the hospital with which I have the honour to be con- 
nected, and I am quite sure the same applies to the other hospitals. There 
is nothing that has not been constantly done in the Cork hospitals, and. 
our successes, if I may be allowed to say so, have been particularly good. 
In that connection perhaps I may mention that at the last examinations 
in Dublin one of our students got first Exhibition and first Honours at 
the final examination, and that final examination embraced both Mid- 
wifery and Gynaecology, and, as a matter of fact, no other student m all 
Ireland got first-class honours or a first-class exhibition at all. ^ ^ 

Dr. M'Cann. — May I ask you as to whether you hold your position m 
the South Infirmary as surgeon because you are .Professor of Midwifery 
in this College, or whether you are connected with, any clinical institu- 
tion as being Professor of Midwifery in the Queen’s College ? 

Dr. Corby. — No, sir, it is the other way ‘round, completely. I was 
appointed Professor here because I was physician to the Cork Maternity, 
and because I had opportunities of teaching the students, clinically, m 
Gynaecology. There' is no official connection between the two, but always

In a word, in proportion to their numbers, they won nearly double 
the honours as against all the other candidates, and I desire to again 
direct your attention, to the fact that clinical work formed portion of 
the examinations in which they distinguished themselves. And it 
is further worthy of note that not a single one of the clinical exami- 
ners was connected with the Cork School of Medicine. What a pity 
it will he if such an amount of talent will not he further developed 
by the foundation of a Cork University.” 

The Visitors then proceeded to inspect the College buildings, and 
returned to tbe Examination Hall, after half an hour’s absence. 

Lord Justice Holmes. — Well, I think the time has now come when we 
can bring the Visitation to a close, and I think I can say, on behalf of 
myself and colleagues, it is a very satisfactory one. As I have already 
pointed out, we were free from any controversial topics. We have in- 
spected the entire College— -its laboratories and museum. My own opinion 
on the subject would be of little value, but I am informed by both the 
President of the College of Physicians and the President of the College 
of Surgeons that, having regard to the means at the disposal of "the Col- 
lege, they think that it is exceedingly well equipped. Of course, if there 
was larger means more could be done, hut in all these matters we have 
to bear in mind that what is done in. a place must depend very much on 
the money that there is to expend. As things stand, however, there cer- 
tainly can be nothing to find fault with in the equipment to be had. I 
must say for myself, which has been already expressed by my colleagues, 
that where there is such a large Medical School — a successful Medical 
School, as there is in this College— it is an anomaly, and a serious 
anomaly, which ought to be corrected in some way from some source, 
that there should be no Professor of Pathology, and I hope that some 
means will he taken to remedy that want. 

The Visitation was then concluded. 
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
